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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: The amendment will be entered into the record 
because no new matter is raised. Applicant has received Bib Data Sheet signed verified and acknowledged that the conditions 35 USC 
1 1 9(a-d) are met. This indicates that the certified copy of the priority application was received. Drawings filed 01/23/2006 have been 
received and entered. Applicant's remarks are not persuasive. Applicant's remarks are fully considered but are not persuasive for the 
reasons previously made of record in the final rejection (see pages 3-9). Applicant argues neither Bistrian nor Akimoto, nor the combination 
of the two, teach or suggest using an omega-9 fatty acid or an omega-9 constituted fat as an active component to ameliorate liver diseases. 
Applicant's arguments are not persuasive Bistrian et al. teach a nutrition diet having nutritionally acceptable amounts of a lipid source. The 
patient may suffer from hepatitis. The diet would consist essentially of a lipid source, a protein source, and a mineral source. Lipid sources 
could be from vgetable oil, fish oil, or combinations that at least provide adequate amounts of essential fatty acids, for example, linoleic or 
alpha liolenic acids, as well as omega-3 or omega-9. Further, all mentioned references meet the instant claims and the claims remain 
rejected over the prior arts. For the reasons above and claims 17-31 and 39-46 remain rejected for the reasons of record set forth in the 
final rejection of January 6, 2010. . 
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
